The new Government has been foimed, con- 
sisting of all the Opposition parties, with the 
exception of the Communists, with Professor 
Zankoff.at its head. Ho is a prominent pro- 
fessor in Sofia University, and is aged forty- 
three. For the past year he has been busy 
forming a new party from all the groups, with 
the object of overthrowing the Stambuliski 
Government. The revolution is apparently in 
mo way directed against the Monarchy, but 
_ purely against the dictatorship of M. Stam- 

dk who has made many bitter enemies 
by bis ruthless methods of terrorism over the 
opponents of his party, who allege that the 
secent general election in Bulgaria, which 
yesulted in a ‘“‘bnilliant’’ victory for the 
Siambuliski party, was manipulated by such 
methods. 

The new Government has issued proclama- 
ti¢ns declaring that the revolution has taken 
place because the country could not put up 
any longer with a Government which made 
force the main principle of its internal 
policy.

SOFIA QUIET, 


EX-PREMIER BESIEGED 
BY TROOPS. 


SOFIA, Sunday. 

To-day Sofia presents a more or Jess normal 
appearance, circulation in the streets being 
free until nine in the evening. Fewer soldiers 
are to be. seen, many having been sent to the 
provinces by rail or road during the night. 

Trustworthy information in regard to the 
exact situation in the provinces is very hard to 
obtain, but the following gives a good idea of 
the position. 

In the towns all ís quiet, but yesterday 
afternoon several Agrarian risings took place 
in ‘large villages. The principal of these oc- 
curred at Telisch (between Vratza and Pleven), 
where the Agrarians cnt the telephone lines, 
interrupting communication between Sofia and 
Northern Bulgaria. : 

An armoured train containing half a bat- 
talion was sent to Vratza last night, and at 
present the soldiers and Agrarians are engaged 
in a guerilla warfare, resulting in slight 
casualties to each side. 

At Radomir, a town thirty miles south-west 
of Sofia, M. Botel, the former President of the 
Sobrange, put himself at the head of a group 
of peasants and endeavoured to march on 
Sofia, but the local military forces, aided by 
troops sent from Sofia, succeeded in quelling 
this movement. With respect to M. 
Stambulisky, the official version of his position 
is that, along with 100 Agrarian guards and 
several hundreds of neighbouring villagers, the 
ex-Premier remaing at Stavovitza, which he is 
fortifying. He is hesieged by troops, who are 
being heavily reinforced by artillery and 
inachine guns. 

Officials believe that M. 
capture is only a matter of 
hours. 

As a result. of a search carried ont bv six 
officers this morning at M. Stambulisky’s farm 
outside Sofia; 24 million levas in Swiss, French 
English and American currencies were found. 

Arrests of leading Agrarians, including many 
deputies, continue, but 1,000 Agrarian or, as 
they are more commonly called. Orange 
guards who were captured at Sofia yesterday 
were released to-dav. 

Professor Zankoff, after Visiting the 
Legations of the Great. Powers and neighbour- 
ing States, addressed a Note to the Serbian 
Legation. 

The Note explains the.motives which die. 
tated the acfion of the bourgeois in making 
the coup, and goes on to say that it is the 
desire of the new Government, and of the 
whole Bulgarian nation, te live on terms of 
the utmost friendliness with the Serb, Croat 
Slovene State. : : 

The part played by the Bulgarian Armv in 
the coup might give rise to suspicions, but 
Professor Zankoff declares that his Govern. 
ment has no bellicose intentions, and he is 
ready to give formal promises to this effect.

LIQUOR PLACED UNDER 
SEAL, 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 
At midnight last night the operation of the 


Volstead Act was stretched three miles to sea | 


over all territorial waters of the United States, 
and from now on al] ships, American or foreign, 
which come inside that limit must be ‘ bone 
drv.”’ 

In spite of vigorous protests Washington 
remains adamant on any change of the law, 
and the “zero’’ hour saw all liquor placed 
under Government seal in vestels already in 
the harbour. A strict watch by an increased 
Customs force is to be kept on all ships enter- 
ing the port, hut those which sail from 
foreign ports before June 10th will not be 
subject to seizure, as the present —_ 
provide, but will simply have all liquors 
aboard sealed by Customs authorities. 

All ships sailing after June 10th and enter. 
ing United States territorial waters -with 
liquor as sea stores or for beverage aang 
will be subject, to seizure and confiscation. 
The liners Carmania and Celtic, due to-day 
from England, will be the first coming in to 
have liquor supplies placed under seal. 

Meanwhile, a new and heavily-armed 
“rum navy’ of twelve ships has started a 
“drive ” to rid the coast of the ** bootleg ” 
fleet. The prohibition cutters have been 
ordered to fire at any vessel detected in 
smuggling liquor, and have already shot off 
the rigging of some French and British ships 
anchored among the “ rum fleet.” These 
foreign vessels were hit accidentally, it has 
been explained, since the ‘coastguard com- 
manders could not distinguish the ships’ 
eusigns in the dark. So far as the coastguard 
authorities know, no apologies have been 
offered to the damaged ships, and no explana- 
tions have been asked. 

The present order is that the coastguard 
vessels will fire one shot as a warning to the 
““bootleggers, and then let loose with all 
their guns, ranging fvom one pounder to 
four-inch. 

A large increase in the “ bootleg fleet” 
has been reported since the signing by 
Governor Smith of the repeal of the New 
York State Liquor Enforcement Act. More 
than a dozen vessels are said to have joined 
the smuggling fleet off Sandy Hook within 
the last two days. Over five hundred small 
motor boats are darting from the supply ships 


to secluded havens along the coast, heavily, 


loaded with Jigwor. 

The Customs ofhcials here have been warned 
by officials of the French and Italian lines 
that, their crews have threatened to strike if 
the wine rations are cut off; but so far no 
formal notice of strikes has been reported. A 
French line official to-day. said that his 
company would obey the law to the letter, 
but that he feared trouble wit hthe crews. 
The last official statement from Washington, 
late last night, pointed out that there was no 
longer any legal foothold for alcoholic drinks 
in the United States ashore or afloat, and that 
the Liquor Enforcement Laws from now ov 
wil] be applied as rigidly as the reading of 
the opinion of the highest court in the land 
warrants. 

Mr. Henry Ford declares that the Govgrn- 
ment’s plan so far has been a failure, and he 
urges the use of the Army and Navy as the 
only means of enforcing the _ prohibition 
regulations.

Mr. Kelly, Secretary of the County Ilar- 
mers’ Union, informs me that the men were 
not asked to ballot on the question of a 
strike, and that when Mr. Baird tendeved a 
refusal of the last offer made on behalf of 
the farmers he (Mr. Kelly) asked that. the 
men should not be brought out on strike 
until he had further consulted his executive. 
Nevertheless, the men were‘brought out, and 
the farmers refuse to submit the question to 
arbitration. So far the men have not ex- 
pressed any view on arbitration, but from in- 
quiries I have made I believe that they would 
regard it favourably. If suitable delegates 
from both sides were chosen it is believed 
fhat the trouble would be speedily overcome. 
A representative of the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture is here watching developments. - 

In the existing situation there are the germs 
of a widespread labour upheaval, but the 
average Waterford citizen does not appear to 
realise it, chiefly, no doubt, because the far- 
mers are supporting one another and carrying 
on so well. 

Late on Friday night Mr. Edward McGrath, 
Williamstown, a short distance outside the 
city, was awakened by a glare of light out- 
side his window, and d\scovered a rick con- 
taining about 12 tons of ktraw on his premises 
on fire. Rousing the other members of his 
family, he went to extinguished the blaze, 
but they could do no more than prevent i 
from spreading.

SHOPS CLOSED IN DUNGARVAN,

in accordance with instructions from their 
union, refused to attend them, and the em- 

loyers, as agreed at their recent meeting, 
instantly dismissed them, The chief business 
houses in Dungarvan are now closed, and the 
situation ts critical. The bakers ceased work, 
but later returned until Saturday evening, 
pending instructions from their headquarters. 
In the meantime the Dungarvan bakers have 
announced their intentions to provide bread 
for the poor and tor the hospitals. Members 
of the Distributive Workers’ Union are await- 
ing instructions from their executive. 

A large convoy, with artificial manure, 
passed through Waterford yesterday, but did 
not excite any special attention. Some 
farmers who obfained permits to carry on 
their business hawe handed them back to tbe 
Irish Transport, @nion. 

On Friday evening women milkers employed 
by Mr. John Connors, of the Kilrossanty 
branch of the Farmers’ Union, were “held 
up ” while on their way to work by thirteen 
strikers. One of the women was knocked 
down and dragged along the ground, in order 
to prevent her from carrying ont her duties. 
Another would have been similarly treated but 
that Mr. Connors came to the rescue. Two 
of the strikers named Morrissy and Power 
have been arrested in connection with the 
attack.

DRAMA ON HIGH SEAS. 


MAD PILOT’S DESPERATE ACT. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

LISBON, Sunday. 

A sensational tragedy on the high seas was 
reported on the arrival at Oporto of the United 
States Shipping Board’s steamer Brave Heart, 
which was bound trom a German port to New 
York. 

When some 400 miles out at sea the second 
“ag is supposed to have gone suddenly mad. 

‘or no apparent reason he shot and killed the 
captain, then the steward and a _ wireless 
operator, and he also severely wounded a pas- 
senger and an able seaman. The madman then 
shut hirgself up in his cabin, and fearfal lest 
he should again break loose, the officers of the 
vessel decided to put into the nearest port. As 
the ship entered the harbour it was seen that 
the flag was at hali-mast and she signalled 
‘tinsubordination and assassination.” 

A force of police, with a doctor, was sent 
on board, and at once attempted to arrest 
the murderer, who was still barricaded in bis 
cabin, armed with his revolver. A desperate 
conflict ensued The madman fired several 
shots at the police, who emptied two sacks of 
lime over him through the porthole. Eventu- 
ally, seeing that further resistance was hope- 
less, he turned his revolver upon himself, 
firing two shots in his mouth, and fell fatally 
wounded. He was taken ashore and died in 
hospita! 

«According to the account given by members 
of the crew, the man entered the captain's 
cabin and shot him twice in the back. Then 
he killed the wireless operator, who was asleep 
in bed. Next he shot the steward, who, with 
others, was attempting to disarm him. 

The bedies of the three murdered men have 
been brought ashore for burial.

PEKING WITHOUT POLICE. 


A STRIKE FOR PAYMENT OF

In a message from Peking, dated Saturday,

BIG BUILDING PROGRAMME. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

MADRID, Saturday. 

Not being ‘handicapped by inclusion in the 
Washington Naval Treaty, Spain is embark- 
ing on a vaval building campaign bigger than 
anything she has attempted since before the 
Spanish-Americam War in 1898. <A hill pro- 
viding for large naval. in¢redses in the imme- 
diate future was brought. Before the Chamber 
to-day. Spain's building programme has been 
steadi!y increasing for the past three vears, 
and the Spanish Navy has been brought up 
surprisingly, until now it bears comparison 
with the Italian sea force. 

The King’s message. which was read at 
the opening of the Chamber, contained an 
allusion to the building programme which he 
desired Parliament to rush through as quickly 
as possible. The bill broucht forth in the 
name of the Ministry of Marine yesterday 
provides for two new battle cruisers, de- 
stroyers, and six submarines. in addition to 
one dreadnought, two cruisers. six  sub- 
marines, and nine torpedo destroyers. which 
have been completed since July, 1922, and 
six submarines and three cruisers under con- 
struction. The larger part of this building 
is being done in Ferrol. in Spanish Galicia.

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, Minister for Home 
Affairs, was the principal speaker at an open 
air meeting held yesterday in the Market 
square, Bray, in support of the Cumann ne- 
nGaedhael. ee 

A resolution was adopted urging all citizens 
to join the movement. i | 

r, Desmond Fitzgerald, Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs, said that in 1915 he visited 
Bray to ask the young men to organise them- 
selves into an armed force to assert. the 
authority of their nation. The speech ‘which 
he delivered was described. as ‘‘seditious,” but 
| to-day anyone who aseertéd principles contrary 
to those that he mentioned in 1915 was guilty 
of sedition. Until they got back to normal 
conditions it would be a dangerous experiment 
for the electors to support class or sectional 

interests. . 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins said that there were 
particular principles on which civilisation 
rested, and which were necessary for order in 
every country. One of ay principles was 
that the people, fit or unfit, wise or unwise, 
aw pala. i was to be regretted that this 
principle had been challenged, and that to 
vindicate that principle the country had had 
to pass through a year of bitter struggle at a 
cost of £20, ,000-— because there could be no 
progress, peace, or order until it had been 
vindicated. No responsible person in this 
country had any demre to be vindictive or to 
continue the divisions of that struggle one day 
longer than was necessary for the vindication 
of that principle. 

THE PRINCIPLE. . 

They had won for the Irish people recogni- 
tion of the principle that ali authority in 
Ireland rest@d in the people, and in the 
country they had 350 stations of Civic Guards 
who were the servants of the Irish people in the 
upholdirig of laws made by the representa- 
tives of the Irish people in their own Parlia- 
ment. That change was so big, it had come 
so suddenly, that it would take the people 
some time to realise what was summed up ip 
Arthur Griffith’s dictum, that ‘‘the re 
is yours for the making; make it.” Yet. all 
power was how with the Irish people, and if 
they failed to build up the nation the fault 
would lie with them. No one was coming 
from outside to prevent the re-building of 
their nation or to prevent it from going -for- 
ward to the fulfilment of their ideals. 

For a year the supremacy of the Irish 
people had been challenged by a mage noe. 
who went out with the torch and the bom 
to save the soul of Ireland by wretking her 
ratlways, blowing up her ‘factories, and burn. 
ing the homes of her citizens. The salvation 
of Ireland did not lie along those lines, and 
would not be ‘attained by such methods. 
What was wanted was reconstruction, not 
destruction; Ireland’s hope lay in evolution 
rather than in revolution. For centurjes their 
outlook had been negative and destructive. 
They had got to change that, and develop a 
positive arid constructive attitude. If the Go- 
vernment was wrong the people could change 
it; if the law was wrong the people ela 
repeal it. It was not patriotism to hack the 
ace of their motherland. (Applause.) 

Their infant nationality was challenged by 
people who had never challenged the British 
Administration, and never meant to do so. 
(A ago The slave mind operating said, 
‘These are our.owh people; they afe con- 
temptible; they are weak. Let ús have a 
whack at them,’’ and so they came to have a 
whack. The Government, who were the 
trustees of the. national position, had to stand 
and preserve it for the people, and if in de- 
fending that position they had to do very 
stern and drastic things the fault Jay not 
with them but with those who challenged the 
basic, fundamental principles on which all 
civilised society rested. (A plause. 

If even now those people would acknow- 
ledge that that-national policy. must be de- 
cided by the collective wisdom of the country 
it’ would be possible to go forward, and the 
harsh and unpleasant occurrences of the past 
year would be forgotten. It was not pleasant 
to remember that a section of their own 
countrymen went out with bomb and torch 
to make war on the Irish nation. 

HIDDEN ARMS 

What about the hidden arms? continued 
Mr. O'Higgins; what of the dumped arms? 
Why were these arms hidden; why were they 
dumped? Was it in order to use them again 
against their own fellow-citizens? It might 
be said that those people found it a bitter 
thing to surrender, a bitter thing to bow the 
head. They were not asked to bow the head 
to any particular individual, but to the col- 
lective majesty of their own people. That 
ought not to be a hard or unpleasant thing 
to do. If they were going to come out into 
the open and set out convincing the minds of 
their. fellow-citizens, let them drop their 
weapons, let ‘them give up those weapons to 
the people. That was the only possible evi- 
dence they could give of good faith and that 
they were not going again to coerce the bodies 
of their fellow-countrymen, or wreck their rail- 


- ways, and blow up their homes. 


The will of the majority of the people must 
hold for every man and woman in Ireland, 
and could not be challenged. If it was chal- 
lenged they could take it from him as certain 
that that challenge would be taken up and 
met in the same way asin the past vear. 
(Applause. ) ; 

In a couple of months the Government 
would come before the people at the elections, 
and would stand over all ,hat it had been 
found necessary to do in order to vindicate 
the will of the majority. “The electors would 
be, appealed to in the name of sectional 
interests; they would be told to’ vote for this 
or that man because he represented a parti- 
cular class. 

“ Bat, we,” declared Mr. O'Higgins, “ will 

not come with any sectional appeal, but as 
men who will do our best by the whole nation 
and people in any circumstances. ’ 
' Proceeding. he said that the Government 
had to meet in connection with the Land Bill 
two sections, each of whom made very strong 
aid very extravagant claims. The Govern. 
ment was able to come in between them, and 
do what most people would recognise as 
justice. Neither of these parties could have 
passed a just bill. 

The Government had many large problems 
before it. The problem of the North-Eastern 
boundary would have to be dealt with with 
discretion and skill, and with knowledge: of 
the undercurrents. They, as a group, knew 
the undercurrents, and were better qualified 
to understand problems of that kind. than a 
new party that might be returned to power 
by sectional interests. (Applause.) They 
came before the electors now, and would again 
in a few months’ time, simply as men with 
great responsibilities upon them, but who had 
done the best for the plain people of this 
country, and were prepared to go on doing 
so. (Applause.) :

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ROBBERY UNDER ARMS. 


TEN YEARS’ PENAL 
SERVITUDE. 

At the Dublin -City Commission in the 
Courthouse, Green street, on Saturday morn- 
ing, Mr. Justice Dodd sentenced to ten years’ 
penal servitude Lawrence Dowling, who had 
pleaded guilty on the previous day to a charge 
of robbery under arms. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C. {instructed by Mr. 
Corrigan), who appeared for Dowling, called 
the. Rev. Finbar Ward, Mount Argus, to 
testify as to the character of the accused man, 
and appealed ‘to ‘the judge for clemency 
Dowling, said Mr. Lynch, was only 19 years 
old at the time of the ‘occarrence, and had 
heen in prison since March of last year. 

Mr. Justice Dodd said that the sentence 
that had occurred to him as being» just was 
twelve years’ penal servitude, but Dowling 
had been in prison for a considerable time, 
and he should also bear in mind what the 
clergyman had said as to character. Under 
all the circumstances, he thought that he 
was warranted in reducing the sentence to 
ten years’ penal servitude. If his judgment 
were considered excessive, he added, the com- 
munity might take such steps as they might 
be advised, by way of appeal. - 

His lordship paid a tribute to the Jate 
Mr. Max Green, who lost his life immediate], 
after the offence with which the prisoner was 
charged. He had had on some occasions to 
confer with Mr. Green as Chairman of the 
Prisons: Board, and found him a man of kind 
and gentle spirit, and attractiveness and charm. 
Mr. Green was most humane and merciful, and 
he had no doubt that the feeling of Mr. Green 
would be one of forgiveness of those who 
brought about his death. 

When the case against the second prisoner, 
O’ Neill, who was indicted for a similar offence, 
was called, 

Mr. Lynch, K.C. (instructed by Mr. Gerald

Evidence was given that every effort had 
heen made to find this witness, but without 
success. 

Mr. Justice Dodd adjourned the trial of 
O'Neill until the next mmission, and said 
that every effort should: be made to procure 
the presence of the witness.

BERLIN, Saturday. 

' Dr, Cano, the Chancellor, speaking to-day 
at Muenster on the subject of reparations, said 
that the latest German proposals must be 
considered as an eatnest of Germany & inten- 
tion of finding a solution to the reparations 
question. With the co-operation of German 
economy, the Government would be strong 
enough to bring about the settlement of the 
problem. 

The Chancellor estimated that German pay- 
ments up to the present amounted altogether 
to 42 milliards of gold marks. When various 
other items, euch as moneys paid towards the 
costs of the armies of occupation and foreign 
Commissions, were taken into consideration 
the payments amounted to 54 milliards of gold 
marks. 

Turning to the Ruhr situation, the Chan- 
cellor ssid that fifty Germans had been killed 
and fifty thousand exiled. As regarded the 
question of the security of France, he declared 
that Germany was prepared to give every 
possible guarantee, but that, at the same time, 
she could on no account surretider German 
Man : 

Dr. Cuno warned employers ín adjusting 
wages to take into account the fall in the 
value of the mark, and he urged the people in 
need not to allow themselves to be led into 
indiscriminations.—(Reuter.) 


CEASE FIRE ORDER. 
a Sen 
MISS MacSWINEY SAYS 
NO SURRENDER. 


Speaking at a meeting held on the Parade, 
Kilkermy, for the recognition of the Irish 
Republic, Miss M. MacSwiney said that the 
‘“ cease fire’ order had been given, but there 
was no surrender. The men that had been 
fighting were getting ready to fight again, and 
would fight again if the Irish people attempted 
to turn down the Irish Republic. The Irish 
people had no right to turn down the Irish 
Republic. Ne majority had a right to give 
away the independence of the people. 

Do not think, said Miss MacSwiney, that 
because there is an order to cease fire the 
Republic is. beaten. The Republic is not 
vt ay and will not be beaten while Ireland 
ives. 

They had the chance of turning down the 
men who had taken an oath of allegiance to 
the King of England. As long as the King of 
England was in the Irish Constitution there 
would be no peace in Ireland. If they wanted 
peace the only way to attain it was to turn 
the King of England and all belonging to him 
out of Ireland. They wanted a peace with 
honour, and the only way to secure a peace 
with honour was to vote for the Irish Re- 
public. The proposals issued by Mr. de 
Valera on the 28th April last offered a basis 
of an. honourable peace; it was possible to 
make peace on these terms, but the Government 
had turned them down. Since January, 1922, 
after the ratification of the Treaty, the Re- 
publican Party had done all in their power 
to secure an honourable peace, but as long as 
the Treaty remained they knew they could not 
have peace in the country.’ The pact, if it had 
been faithfully kept, would give all that they 
desired. 

Mr, £. Dee, an ex-member of Dail Eireann, 
— to Mr. de Valera’s ‘‘ cease fire” 
order of the Wth April, said that the order 
had been loyally observed, but he regretted to 
say that their opponents had not ceased 
activities.

FUNERAL OF DR, FREDERICK E.

The funeral of the late Dr. Frederick E. 
Rainsford, Medical Superintendent of the 
Stewart Institution, took place on Friday at 
Mount Jerome Cemetery, Dublin.

Dr. Rainsford received his early education 
at. Rathmines School, under the Rev. Charles 
Benson, afterwards proceeding to Trinity 
College, where he graduated M.A.. and re- 
ceived his M.D. degree. His early profes- 
sional life was spent at Fishford’s Asylum, 
Bristol, where he was a senior member of the 
medical staff. In 1898 he was appointed 
Superintendent of the Stewart Institution. He 
was an all-round athlete, and played for 
Lansdowne XV. and the Trinity cricket team, 
and later organised a cricket team at the 
Stewart Institution. Deeply interested in his 
profession, he was an examiner in 
medicine in the University of Dublin. 
He was greatly beloved by his patients, 
and during his term of office at 
the. Stewart Institution he effected many 
improvements. The strain of the war vears, 
when most of his staff were on militarv ser- 
vice, told on his health, and, though warned 
by specialists, he carried on until he broke 
down last year. Hig death is deeply regretted 
by a large circle of friends, as well as by his 
patients, to whose interests he was ardently 
devoted. ;

DEATH DUTIES. 

To THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—Referring to the recent discussion in 
the Dail, I am afraid that neither the 
Free State Government nor the members 
réalise the position. Four per cent. Victory 
Bonds were issued by the British Government 
‘at £85, with the undertaking that for death 
duty purposes they would be accepted at par 
(£100). On the face of this, I, like many 
hased ‘these Bonds with the specific 
object of providing fands for that purpose, 
‘thereby sacrificing meanwhile the higher rates 
of interest obtainable on other investments, 
including gilt-edged securities. The Free 
State Government seem to be under the im- 
préssion that by accepting these Bonds at par 
up'to the Ist of April next (1924) they will 
remove any hardship of existing holders. Ap- 
parently what they had in view was the posi- 
tion of purchasers, who had bought so recently 
as ‘not to have held them for the qualifying 
petiod of six. months (not a year, as was 
stated). This, however, affords no relief to’ 
origina], or subsequent, holders, unless in the 
case of death before April next. 

It is no answer to say that, if dissatisfied, 
holders can sell out. e present price is 
about £94. To do ao, therefore, would make 
a loes of £60 on every £1,000 of uitimate 
vaine, If not disposed of, then the holders’ 
estate would lose the difference between par 
and discount price, should death arise after 
| thé ist April next. In short, the capital value 
of the estate would be confiscated to that 
amount. The difference could not be claimed 
trom the British Government, seeing that the 
death duties would be payable here. As 
between the two Governments it is really a 
case of inter-arrangément and adjustment of 
accounts to provide that the rights of existing 
holders are kept fully gan otherwise 

reat hardship and breach of faith will arise. 
While the Free State Government could 
hardly be expected to continue for an inde- 
finite periéd accepting these Bonds. at par 
value, surely the obvious and only equitable 
solution would be at least to do so in the case 
of existing holders, while giving notice that 
any purchased hereafter will no longer 
be entitled to that benefit? Faisin 

People living here are already handicapped 
with higher income tax. That may mean- 
while be unavoidable, but it is up to the two 
to take such steps as will not involve a breach 
cf existing obligations, which, in my own case, 
would mean a very heavy loss. Unless the 
original pledge continues to be honoured in 
regard to presént holders, it will afford 
another weighty reason in such cases for 
change of domicile to Great Britain or

THE UNIVERSITY FRANCHISE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THB IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—For some days past there appeared 
in your advertisement columns a notification 
to the graduates of the National University 
stating how they are affected as electors by 
oan conditions imposed in the Electoral Act of 
1925, 


That notice indicates two requirements :— 

(a) Qualified graduates who desire to 
exercise the franchise in the University 
constituency must fill up and return forth- 
with a form of claim to have themselves 
duly registered as National University 
electors; 

(b) Unless they so claim without delay, 
and in the manner appointed, they will 
not be entitled to vote, at the forthcom- 
ing general election, for any University 
candidate. 

Now, there are further changes in the law 
which require to be emphasised. Formerly 
four members were allotted to each of the two 
universities. The Draft Constitution of 
Saorstat Eireann proposed to abolish univer- 
sity representation altogether. Fortunately, 
however, An Dail generously supported my 
amendment; and so university representation 
is embodied in the Constitution as finally 
enacted. But, by way of compromise, it was 
agreed (a) to assign each university no more 
than three Teachtai; and (b) the undemo- 
cratic privilege of the dual vote was 
surrendered. 

The consequence is that the university 
graduate who now elects to be registered on 
the univérsity register will not, be retained 
on any other register; if (as he should) he 
claims the university franchise, he will give 
up in return therefor his title to vote in any 
other constituency. The advantage is alto- 
gether in favour of that exchange. Little 
reflection ismeeded to perceive that the voter 
who, in a ¢énstituency with three Zcachtat, is 
one of an electorate merely a few thousand 
strong, exerts much more electoral influence 
than if. he were in a constituency of fonr mem- 
bers, but only one among eight or nine times 
as many thousand voters. Furthermore, after 
the general election the entire revivification 
and re-organisation of Irish education will have 
to be undertaken; and, in addition, much other 
essential constructive work which will make 
exhaustive demands on the best informed and 
best trained brain of the nation. Surely, it 
will be the ambition of university graduates 
to aid such effort in the manner that is, for 
them, most effectual? 

The university franchise maybe claimed and 
exercised by all graduates, women and men 
alike; who were admitted to degrees before 
October 15th, 1922; it does not matter where 
they may at present happen to reside, or 


time of the general election, so long as they 
desire to remain citizens of the Saorstat. 
Legal quibbles concerning “ domicile “ or resi- 
dence in the six county area or in Great 
Britain need not disturb the mind of any 
graduate otherwise clearly qualified. The 
period inside of which valid registration as a 
voter may be effected terminates, possibly, a 
few days hence. This is no time for apathy.--

labour than the reform of education.  For- 
tunately the average Irishman was intolerant 
of bureaucracy. There would have io be 
some co-ordinating machinery, but the simpler | 
the better; there would have to be some 
uniformity in standards of attainment, but 
this should not be inconsistent with complete 
internal freedom in the schools—freedom ‘to 
devise courses, to regulate studies and pro- 
motions, and to develep each an individuality 
of iis own in accordance with the needs of its 
pupils. It might not be an idle dream that 
secondary schools, once their capacity was 
rroved, would be entrusted with such a free- 
dom. There was wanted for every school in 
Ireland, what, they, however imperfectly, had 
tried to preserve in St. Columba s—humanism 
m education, personal inspiration and. in- 
terest, free and harmonious development of 
hodv, mind and spirit. (Applause.) 

He did not hold that the aim of education 
twas to produce scholars, but a good school 
should throw up good scholars with a fre- 
quency at least equal to its output of good 
athletes, not as an aim of its concentrated 
effort, but as a natural result of its general 
bigh standard.(Hear, hear.) During the year 
all St. Columba’s candidates for the Ser- 
vices and for the Universities had been suc- 
cessiul. (Aplauspe.) One of them, Mr. W. 
D. Greer, had added to the school’s ‘long list 
of such distinctions by winning first Trinity 
College, Dublin, Scholarship in Philosophy. 
In athletics St. Columba’s furnished a hockey 
international, and two Old Columbans were 
in the Army Hockey XI. In the Irish 
schools’ championships St. Columba’s team 
was recond in the relay race. He mentioned 
that an Old Columban, Colonel C. W. Gwynn, 
me been appointed Aide-de-Camp to His 

jesty the King. 

e Warden paid a sympathetic tribute to 
phe memory of the late Canon Henry Hogan, 
» dear friend of the College, which he entered 

a pupil in 1849. It was an inspiration to 
tink that the seeds of that long and 
pxemplary life of devotion and service were 

wn in the religious atmosphere of St. 

‘olumba’s. (Applause.) They also regretted 
he deaths of Mr. Alexander F. Ferrier, Dr.

He concluded with a reference to the ques- 
ms of the age of leaving school. There was 

present a tendency to speed boys into the 
finiversities as soon as they could matriculate, 
and into the business world at the first suit- 
mble opening. That was a serious mistake. 
In nine cases out of ten a boy’s last year at 
school was his happiest and best, that in 
which he reaped the fruits of early training, 
and in which his _ self-confidence was 
Mleveloped by responsibility and esteem. 
Tt was only in rare cases that a bov's 
knowledge of himself, and his trust in his 
pen powers, his self-confidence and balance, 
pnd knowledge of values developed before the 

e of 18. In these days of overcrowded pro- 
essions the extra year in a public school 
would bear fruit a hundredfold in after life. 

HREE GREAT SCHOOLS. 

The Warden of Radley expressed the 

leasure which his first visit to Ireland, and 

pecially to St. Columba’s, gave him. Had 
there been no St. Columba’s there would have 
been no Radley. Both sprang' from the same 
general movement. and from the energies and 
sacrifices of the same men. William Sewell, 
the principal promoter of both schools, was a 
very remarkable man, a leader of the Oxford 
Movement, which was still having a remark- 
able efiect on the Church. His idea was to 
found, not a Grammar School, but a College 
of the old kind at Oxford and Cambridge. 
He had the courage to treat boys as if they 
were undergraduates, and in this he had been 
copied by every public school in these islands. 

He asked the boys whom he addressed to 
realise that they were not bound in a common 
movement or system with Radley alone, but 
with all the great public schools in Britain. 
St. Columba’s and Radley and Winchester, all 
of the same type, were great schools. His ex- 
perience went to show that boys in schools 
to-day are far better fitted to cope with the 
extraordinarily difficult problegns of the times 
than were those of the last generation. He 
rejoiced that parents had come to realise that 
it was far better to spend money on the good 
education of their boys than to save it up for 
them afterwards.

The Revenve Commissioners for Saorstat

“In moving the final reading of the Finance 
Bill I should like to inform the Dail & to the 
position in regard to dividends on British Govern- 
ment securities, which carried the condition of 
exemption from income tax, the taxation of which 
t» Free State income tax is provided for under 
Clause 4 of the bill.

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INSURANCE BILL. 


PROVISIONS OF NEW 
The National Health Insurance Bill, which 
amends and adopts the National Health In- 


i surance Acts, 1911 to 1921, will be discussed 


in the Dail. Its main provision is for the 
constitution of Irish members of British 
Approved’ Societies into Provisional Irish 
Societies. : 

The benefits oí the members of such pro- 
visional societies may be administered by 
the Committee of Management of the British 
Societies until an appointed day not later 
than duly 1, 1925. 

The Insurance Comissioners may take steps 
to enable provisional Irish Societies to be- 
come properly constituted, and to transfer 
any of their members to one or more Irish 
Societies or branches thereof. After the 
“appointed day ” all insured persons resident 
in Sarostat Eireann who immediately before 
were members of a Provisional Irish Society 
shall on the appointed day be transferred to 
the Dissolved Societies Fund of Saorstat 
Eireann, and the Insurance Commissioners 
schol] transfer to the account of that Society 
or fund such funds as may be determined 
subject to adjustments. Pending determina- 
tion of the amount credits on account of the 
funds to be so transferred may be given by 
the Insurance Commissioners. 

The bill*also provides for the constitution 
of a Military Forces (International Arrange- 
ments) Insurance Fund, under the contro! 
and management of the Insurance Cemmis- 
sioners, the membership of which shall, on 
and after July 1, 1925, consist of persons 
resident in Saorstat Eireann on that date, 
who were before that date members of the 
British Navy and Army Fund, and persons 
who seived in the armed forces of Saorstat 
Eireann, and who on and after July 1, 1925, 
became resident in Great Britain. 

Provision is being made for mutual arrange- 
ment in respect of persons temporarily em- 
ployed in Great Britain or Northern Ireland 
being ordinarily resident in Saorstat Eireann, 
rovided that reciprocal provisions shall have 
st of law in Great Britain. This section 
also applies to residents of Great Britain 
serving in forces of Saorstat Eireann. 
Provision is made for the payment of con- 
tributions in respect of soldiers to whom the 
Act applies at the rate of 41d. per week out 
of monies provided by the Oireachtas. Such 
a soldier shall not, -however, be entitled to 
sickness, disablement, or sanatorium benefit.
